Janner, Victory or Leader, are much 
better than the early varieties for a 
hay crop beeause they produce a hea- 
vier yield. Land in good tilth may be 
expected to produce from two to three 
tons of oat hay per acre. 

The stage of cutting influences the 
yield of the crop and the nutritive 
value and palatability of the product. 
When the only consideration is to ob- 
tain hay, the crop can be cut at any 
stage desired. Cutting at the bloom 
stage is too early because the maxi- 
mum yield, with other desired fea- 
tures, is not secured. When the grain 
is in milk, the whole crop is readily 
digestible. This is the stage to cut 
when the crop is to be fed to cattle, 
as at this stage, the crop compares 
favorably with other forages used as 
hay for milk cows. When the crop 
is produced for horses, it is advis- 
able to cut when the majority of the 
kernels have reached the medium 
dough stage. No other cereal pro- 
duces a hay of equal nutritive value 
to that of oats, 

As the crop is not sown till early 
June, two growths of wild oats can 
be destroyed before the crop is sown. 
Another is destroyed by cutting the 
hay before the wild oats are ripe. To 
make the destruction of wild oats 
more complete, a shallow plowing and 
discing of the oat-hay stubble will 
start another growth in the fall. By 
added cultivation the following spring 
more growths of annual weeds may 
be destroyed.

FIFTH GOVERNMENT 
REPORT ON CROPS 


Issued by the department of agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Alberta, Saturday, 
June 20, 1925. 

Rains which have been general all 
over the province during the past two 
or three weeks have produced crop 
conditions more favorable than the 
province has seen for ten years. At 
the present time, with the exception 
of a few districts where cutworms 
have been active, the condition of 
the growing crop may be said to be 
very satisfactory, and indicative of a 
heavy yield. 

Since last report rains have visited 
every district in the province in vary- 
ing amounts. In some districts the 
precipitation has been so heavy as 
to render the highways almost im- 
passable at times. In practically all 
districts a vigorous crop growth is 
being witnessed, and in fact all plant 
growth is greater than has been seen 
for a number of years. The pros- 
pects may be said to be much better 
than at this time in 1928, because the 
satisfactory conditions are more gen- 
eral, 

The following reports of rain have 
been received, and these may be taken 
as fairly indicative of the precipitation 
throughout the province. The reports 
cover for the most part the first two 
weeks of June. Raymond, 2.50 inches, 
Peace River, good rains; Lacombe, 3 
inches since May 27; Olds, 1.79 inches 
in June to date; Youngstown 1.07 
inches in June; Vermilion, 1.75 inches, 
Medicine Hat, one to two inches in 
ten days; Vegreville 1.75 inches in 
June; Sedgewick, 2 inches since last 
report; Lethbridge, heavy rains in 
whole district. 

Further reports on acreage indicate 
that the general increase in wheat 
will be from 5 to 10 per cent., while 
the coarser grains will also show a 
slight increase. The hay crop will 
be heavy, and there is a big increase 
in corn and other fodder crops in the 
south, The new sugar beet crop in 
the Lethbridge territory is doing well. 

Several hail storms have occurred 
during the past week, but the damage 
is small thus far. Cutworms have 
done considerable damage in the 
cast central district and will be re- 
sponsible for a smaller yield) than 
otherwise would have been obtained. 
Grasshoppers have been active in the 
Peace River and Grande Prairie dis- 
tricts, but are under control.

1,103,980 barrels and 8,693 boxes 


were shipped in 1924-25 to ports in 


England, Scotland and Germany,

Production of sugar beets in Can- 
ada during 1923 amounted to 159,200 
tons, valued at $1,922,668, and grown 
on 17,941 acres, according to the Bu- 
reau of Statistics.

Banff, June 22—Canada’s third larg- 
est industry, its tourist traffic, show- 
ed an increase of 60,000 in the na- 
tional parks for 1924, according to a 
report issued by Commissioner J. B. 
Harkin, Banff and Lake Louise show- 
ed a combined advance of 15,000 visit- 
ors. At Banff 1,693 permits were is- 
sued to camping parties.

WATER AS A BEVERAGE | 


The quantity of water required to 
maintain health depends on one’s 
weight, the season or climate, one’s 
physical activity and the character of 
the diet. Nearly everyone should: 
take not less than two glasses (12 
ounces) of water at each of the three | 
meals. A minimum daily ‘quantity 
for the average adult should be four , 
pints. And in many instances one or | 
two gallons may be required, as in 
persons engaged in active play or 
work in hot weather. The water 
should always be cold, somewhere 
around 60 degrees F., but never ice | 
cold. Some elderly persons, spare of! 
build, may advantageously drink a 
pint, more or less, rather hot 
water on arising in the morning, Re- 
member, that water with meals stimu: | 
lates and improves digestion, provided | 
one is at all thirsty. 

It is not advisable for anyone to 
drink water if it is repulsive to do 80, | 


that is, if he has no thirst, provided | 
he is not using some other beverage 
to satisfy thirst. | 

One whose diet is largely ycuelar. 
jan naturally needs more water than | 
one who eats much animal food. | 

One who drinks water freely can | 
work and think much faster than one | 
who drinks little water, 

Fat persons who drink much water 
tend to grow thin, whereas thin per- 
sons who drink much water tend to} 
grow fat, for good physiological rea- 
sons,

EVERY GARDEN 


Rhubarb is perfectly hardy in Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, and when 
once planted continues to yield crops 
for many years, It has a wide adapt- 
ability to soils but responds best to 
a deep, rich soil. 

The recommended varieties are Vic: 
toria and Linnaeus, Ruby, a named 
variety recently introduced by the 
central experimental farm at Ottawa, 
is superior in quality to any of the 
five varieties under test and _ gives 
promise of gaining in popularity. 

The cheapest and most. certain 
method of maintaining a plentiful 
supply of rhubarb at Scott has been 
from seed. To insure success, the 
‘seed is sown early in the spring in 
rows 18 inches apart in the row and 
kept cultivated throughout the sea- 
son. 

Yearling roots of divisions of older 
roots may be used for starting a rhu- 
barb plantation, in which case plant- 
ing is usually done in the early spring, 
‘but good results have been obtained 
at Scott from planting in September. 
The roots are set so that the crowns 
j are level or slightly below the sur- 
‘faee of the ground. Planting four feet 
apart each way permits of cultivation 
both ways. 

During the first season no stalks 
fare removed from the plants as it is 
‘essential that the roots become well 
jestablished, In the fall the roots are 
given a liberal dressing of rotted 
manure and the manure is dug into 
the soil the following spring.
